Within Six Hours 


Mroand Mrs. Howard O. Jerome 
of B41 N. Woods Avenue, Fullerton, 
both died early Saturday morning. 
April 9 of natural causes within six 
hours of one another at St. Jude 
Hospital, Fullerton, 

The Jeromes were long-time 
residents of the Fullerton-Placentia 
area having moved here from the 
middle west — following — their 
marriage in Rome, Missouri, on 
September 8. 1920. The Jeromes 
were most prominent in the Four 
Square Church movement in this 
area. 

Mr. Jerome recently attended the 
special SOth anniversary Placentia 
City Council meeting held in 
conjunction with the city’s birthday 
celebration and posed for a group 
picture with other former council- 
people. 

Howard Jerome was born in South 
Haven, Kansas, on February 26, 
1892, the second son of Henry 
Sylvester Jerome and Martha Susan 
Link. During World War 1, he served 
in the U.S. Army and was honorably 
discharged on January 24, 1919. 

Anexperienced farmer, he moved 
to California in January 1921, and in 
the pre-World War II years became 
a successful grocer in Placentia. 

He was elected City Councilman 
of Placentia and served in that role 


between May 1933 and September 
1937 In later vears, he was 
prominent in real estate and 
property manapement. Mr. Jerome 
was a community leader for whom

The project, if it is 
atempted, would be financed 10 per 
cent by the citvy and the remainder 
from a special public utilities grade 
separation fund, Arnold Hamala, 
director of planning explained.

We haven't really thought 
about it. It's just kind of giving up.”’

“We experimented with zero lot 
lines and we were told that the price 
of a home was going to be under 
20-some-odd thousand and it ended 
up close to $40,000. 

‘On Santa Fe Street, we were told 
that those units were to be sold at a 
certain price and we gave in on some 
of these things.

They sold for over $30,000. 

“We have tried to plan a city 
where we will top out at 42,000 
population. It isn’t easy to rework 
our plans. If a builder really wanted 
to he could build an economical 
house on ten units per acre. It can be 
done. You have to cut out some of 
the frills, but I don’t think crowding 
is the answer. | am opposed to 
increasing the density of PUD.”
